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THFC PLANS GET 
THE GREEN LIGHT

DEMANDS were made this week for 
Boris Johnson to overturn the planning 
consent Spurs recently received for its 
new £400 million stadium scheme. 

Tottenham Hotspur were granted approval for 
the 61,000 seater arena and proposed skyscraper 
development surrounding the White Hart Lane 
ground by Haringey Council last month. 

But formal approval is still needed from Mayor 
of London Boris Johnson. 

Opponents of the stadium plan are calling on 
him to refuse permission claiming a lack of 
affordable accommodation among the proposed 
600 new homes plus the sheer scale of the tow¬ 
ering skyscrapers which they say will over¬ 
shadow existing homes. 

“The proposal contains no affordable housing 
and does nothing to provide homes to people in 
Tottenham on the housing waiting list,” said 
community campaigner, Martin Ball. 

“The proposed 35-storey tower is a double 
insult; for being luxury flats and casting a large 
shadow over the people living below.’ 

He said he hoped the Mayor of London would 
quash the plan. 

“Boris gave money to help repair the area after 
the 2011 riots and now needs to help us to see off 
the environmental damage to the area that Spurs, 
in association with the council’s own demolition 
plans for nearby council estates, seek to do,” he 
added. 


The Spurs plan also includes a 12-storey hotel 
with 180 rooms, an extreme sports centre plus a 
community health centre and spacious public 
square for local events. Spurs hope to occupy the 
stadium by 2018. 

Paul Burnham, secretary of Haringey Defend 
Council Housing, claimed the scheme would do 
nothing to ease the borough’s housing crisis and 
blamed the council for failing to stand up to 
threats or pressure from the football club that it 
might move elsewhere. 

However, council chiefs say the scheme will 
spearhead their “ambitious regeneration plans 
for Tottenham”, including more than 4,000 new 


homes, refreshed community facilities and 
improved transport links in the neighbouring 
High Road West and Northumberland Park 
areas. 

Haringey Council leader Claire Kober said: 
“We’re delighted to see these exciting plans 
approved which will support our long-term 
regeneration plans and write a new chapter in 
Spurs’ long and successful history in our bor¬ 
ough. 

These proposals are about more than just a 
new stadium - they bring much-needed new jobs 
and a boost to the economy, with thousands more 
fans spending money in local businesses.” 


Father who killed baby must serve minimum of 16 years 


A FATHER has been jailed after murdering his 
baby son by violently shaking and assaulting him 
in a fit of rage. 

Piotr Sobczyk, 27 of Trulock Road, Tottenham 
was sentenced to life imprisonment at the Old Bai¬ 
ley last Tuesday. 

He must serve a minimum term of 16 and a half 
years after he was found guilty at an earlier hear- 
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ing of killing six-month-old Oskar Sobczyk. 

Detective Inspector Julie Willats of homi¬ 
cide and major crime command said: “We will 
never really know what happened that day as 
only Sobczyk and his six-month-old son were 
inside the family home. 

“But it is believed Sobczyk violently shook 
and assaulted Oskar in an outburst of rage, 
causing catastrophic injuries from which the 
baby had no hope of recovery. 

“Sobczyk went on to change his story sev¬ 
eral times, trying to cover up what happened 
and claiming it was an accident out of his con¬ 
trol. 

“I am pleased the jury saw through his lies 
and have convicted him today.” 

At about 13.45pm on Friday, January 23, 
police and the London Ambulance Service 
were called by Sobcyzk to the family home to 
reports of a non-responsive baby. 


They found Oskar, pale and lifeless, lying on 
a sofa in cardiac arrest. He was treated by 
paramedics at the scene and then taken to 
North Middlesex Hospital. He was later trans¬ 
ferred to Great Ormond Street Hospital where 
he was pronounced dead at 10.56am on Mon¬ 
day, January 26. 

The court heard that Oskar was a well and 
healthy baby and on that day his mother had 
left him in Sobczyk’s care while she went to 
the shops. 

It is unclear exactly what happened but it 
was the prosecution’s case that Sobczyk lost 
control and shook and assaulted Oskar, caus¬ 
ing his immediate collapse. 

A post-mortem examination showed he died 
from a head injury that was inflicted, not acci¬ 
dental, and there was also evidence of older 
injuries, including fractures and damage to his 
left arm. He had several bruises.

Going app in 
the world... 

A GROWING appetite for environmental 
awareness around our eating habits has 
prompted a mum from Finsbury Park to 
launch a food sharing app. 

Tessa Cook, together with fellow mum and 
friend Saasha Celestial-One, first launched 
OLIO in Haringey, Hackney, Camden and 
Islington this summer, and it has now been 
rolled out across London. 

The platform shot to the top of the UK app 
store list soon after release. The entrepreneur¬ 
ial pair reached out to venture capitalists in 
Silicon Valley for seed funding, allowing the 
team to grow and take their app to a much 
larger audience. 

The free platform links neighbours with 
each other and with local independent shops 
to share their surplus food. This could include 
food nearing its sell-by date from shops, cafes 
and markets, spare vegetables from allot¬ 
ments, cakes from an amateur baker or gro¬ 
ceries from household fridges when people go 
away or move home. Users snap a picture of 
the items and add them to OLIO for a neigh¬ 
bour to collect. 

Tessa said: “Every day across the communi¬ 
ties we’re in, hundreds of strangers are con¬ 
necting on their doorsteps to share surplus 
food. We’re excited that this new phenomenon 
can now spread to every corner of London.”

State-of-the-art facility will offer patients 'more privacy and dignity'

A £2 MILLION unit for 
endoscopy patients has opened 
at Chase Farm Hospital and 
could signal reduced waiting 
times for patients. 

The dedicated building, 
which opened its doors last 
Tuesday, will have greater 
capacity for patients needing 


endoscopy procedures such as 
colonoscopies. 

The new unit has twice as 
many treatment rooms as 
before, as well as private 
recovery rooms which are 
designed to allow patients 
“more privacy and dignity”. 

The unit will also be the first 
in the country to use a new 
tracking system which will 
allow staff to more closely 


monitor patients. 

As part of the wider redesign 
of endoscopy services at the 
Royal Free London, patients 
will now be offered endoscopy 
appointments at the new unit at 
Chase Farm Hospital or at the 
Royal Free Hospital, while 
Barnet Hospital will provide 
only in-patient and emergency 
endoscopy services. 

The building at Chase Farm 


will not support x-ray services 
so all planned procedures 
requiring radiology support 
will be carried out at the Royal 
Free Hospital. 

Doug Thorburn, clinical 
director for liver transplant, 
hepatology, hepatobiliary and 
pancreatic and gastroenterol¬ 
ogy, said: “I am delighted that 
we are opening this new unit, 
which means we can offer a 


better service to our patients. 

“We will have more capacity, 
which means waiting times 
will be cut and we will also 
offer patients private recovery 
rooms. 

“The new unit will have all 
the latest equipment and 
technology and will be a more 
spacious and pleasant environ¬ 
ment for our patients and 
staff.”

FIREFIGHTERS put their culinary 
skills to the test when a family’s oven 
caught fire as they got ready for dinner 
on Christmas Day. 

The crews from Edmonton and Totten¬ 
ham fire station were called out to the 
kitchen fire in Park Avenue in Edmonton 
at 12.19pm as a family was looking for¬ 
ward to Christmas dinner. 

Adam Baker, blue watch manager at 
Edmonton station, said: “The oven fire 
was already out when we arrived. The 
turkey had only been in the oven for an 
hour, we saw the table was laid out with 
all the crackers and asked ‘Do you know 
anyone else nearby or have any neigh¬ 
bours that could cook the turkey for 
you?’ but they said no.’” 

He said the crew were getting ready for 
their own festive meal and offered to 
cook the family’s dinner for them at the 
station in Church Street. 

Mr Baker said: “We were cooking our 
turkey back at the station so we offered 
to take theirs and put it in our oven and 
told them they could come and collect it 
in a few hours.” 

Despite being delayed dinner was 
cooked to perfection when the family 
collected the meal from the fire station 
kitchen later in the day. 


It is thought that that the fire was 
caused by a lack of maintenance and a 
build up of cooking fat in the oven.

Mr Baker added: “It’s very lucky they 
smelt the smoke whilst they were cook¬ 
ing, as there was no working smoke 
alarms in the property.” 


He said it was vital for people to have 
at least one working smoke alarm in 
their property and urged householders to 
treat themselves to a smoke alarm this 
festive season.

MAY 

LABOUR’S Joan Ryan offered 
her party some small consolation 
for its comprehensive general 
election defeat on May 7 by nar¬ 
rowly regaining the Enfield North 
seat which she lost to Conserva¬ 
tive rival Nick de Bois in 2010. 

In Enfield Southgate, Tory 
incumbent David Burrowes saw 
off the challenge of Bambos Char- 
alambous, while Labour’s Kate 
Osamor comfortably triumphed 
in Edmonton with a majority of 
more than 15,000. 

Away from politics, London 
Marathon runners celebrated 
their success - and raising thou¬ 


sands of pounds for charity. 

Estate agent Andrew Ryde, who 
owns Chamberlains, in Windmill 
Hill, Enfield raised more than 
£4,300 for children’s charity 
Coram, finishing in a time of four 
hours and 50 minutes, while 
Edmonton barber Tony Lambrou 
completed his tenth marathon, 
during which time he has raised 
£50,000 for a range of charities. 

Meanwhile police investigating 
the multi-million-pound Hatton 
Garden jewel heist have arrested 
four men in Enfield in connection 
with the robbery. The men, aged 
67,74,60 and 48, were arrested fol¬ 
lowing an operation involving 200 
officers across London and Kent.

JUNE 

PAUL Clarke was the per¬ 
fect man for the job when 
his neighbour found her¬ 
self trapped in her burning 
kitchen. 

The retired firefighter 
gallantly vaulted the fence 
and pulled 85-year-old 
Vera Randell to safety 
before dousing the flames 
with her garden hose. 

Chingford station officer 
Nic McCallum said after¬ 


wards: “I want to thank the 
neighbour for his efforts 
and it was a pleasant sur¬ 
prise to see Paul standing 
in the garden.” 

Also in June, thieves dis¬ 
guised themselves as rail¬ 
way workers in an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
break into a cash machine 
at Enfield Chase station. 

The raid caused caused 
commuter chaos, with hun¬ 
dreds forced to make alter¬ 
native travel arrangements 


as forensics teams 
inspected the scene. 

And with Transport for 
London planning to oper¬ 
ate a 24-hour service on 
parts of the London Under¬ 
ground network at week¬ 
ends, tube drivers 
confirmed plans for a one- 
day strike in July in protest 
over pay and health and 
safety issues.

JULY 


HE may have lost his Enfield North 
seat in May - but Nick de Bois will 
have taken some satisfaction in the 
successful passage through Parliament 
of the so-called Enfield’s Law, which 
came into force this month. 

The legislation, championed by Mr 
de Bois while he was an MP, means 
repeat offenders found carrying a knife 
face an automatic jail term. 

Somewhat poignantly, the danger 
posed by knives in the community 
was highlighted a week later when a 
28-year-old man was stabbed to death 
in Lackmore Road, off Bullsmoor 
Court following a botched robbery 
attempt. 

Meanwhile, hundreds were left with¬ 
out water as Thames Water struggled 
to repair a burst mains pipe, prompted 
a furious backlash on Twitter.

Khiry’s killers get life, 
cult leader convicted 


DECEMBER 

TWIN brothers Charles and Deo Tamale 
were handed life sentences at the Old Bai¬ 
ley for the murder of father-of-one Khiry 
Ford, pictured, who was stabbed to death at 
a party in Edmonton. 

The 19-year-olds, of St Edmunds Road, 
Edmonton, who were described by Khiry’s 
sister Naomi Ford as “evil little boys”, will 
serve a minimum of 22 years in prison. 

Khiry’s mother Joanne Duncan said their 
actions had devastated her family and 
deprived his four-year-old son of a loving 
father. 

And Maoist cult leader Aravindan Bal- 
akrishnan, 75, from Latymer Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, was convicted at Southwark Crown 
Court of keeping his 
daughter a prisoner and 
raping and abusing two 
of his followers. 
Balakrishnan, who was 
also convicted of inde¬ 
cent assault and actual 
bodily harm, is due to 
be sentenced on Janu¬ 
ary 29, 2016.

I COMMEND Councillor Pite for her 
honesty in stating “The Cycle Enfield 
Consultation is not a referendum”. 
(Opinion, December 16), it confirms 
what many of us suspect, that the 
Labour council will go ahead with the 
substantive scheme for Enfield Town 
irrespective of the responses to the 
consultation. 

If the consultation is real and views 
are heard there will have to be signif¬ 
icant adjustments to the scheme. 

However, those of us who serve on 
Cycle Enfield Partnership Board 
(North) will know that other propos¬ 
als including shared space were not 
included in the consultation by the 
council, so we have little confidence 
that the Labour Administration will 
accept anything other than two way 
traffic in Cecil Road and buses and 
cycles only in the Town. 

Residents have been provided with 
only one real option based upon 
Dutch principles and terrain, not 
Enfield's terrain of hills and inclines. 

The impact of the proposed scheme 
will result in more congestion in 
neighbouring roads (pollution simply 
displaced), more rat-running, will 


the other issues, ie to encourage new 
businesses to the area you really need 
to give those companies a good 
impression of the borough by having 
clean streets etc. Everything is impor¬ 
tant in its own way. 

Asking me why the council are mak¬ 
ing any cuts at all I had to explain to 
them that the cuts in Local Authority 
funding by the government means that 
Enfield, who are not alone in these 
cuts, will lose approximately 60 per 
cent of its funding. So it is a choice of 
whether we, as a community feel that 


compromise our wonderfully re¬ 
launched market and after dark when 
there are fewer (or no) buses and 
cyclists the Town will feel a less safe 
place and this is likely to encourage 
anti-social behaviour. 

It is a great pity that before the 
Cycle Enfield bid was submitted, 
there was not proper consultation 
with those whose livelihood depends 
on the Town, those who reside there 
and those who use the facilities of our 
historic market town. 

Had this happened it may have been 
possible to provided a bid that met the 
aspiration of cyclists and others who 
use the Town. 

Looking across London where sim¬ 
ilar schemes have proceeded we see a 
year of road works and chaos, which 
only adds to pollution, drives away 
trade and damages businesses. 

This may be a price worth paying if 
a scheme results in more businesses 
opening and more trade. 

An unchanged Cycle Enfield Plan 
will do the reverse in both the short 
and long term.

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Lewis earns a nomination 
for his study of craftsmen

CRAFTSMEN poring over their work 
inspired a painting by a man from 
Southgate which is in the running for a 
prestigious £20,000 art prize. 

Lewis Hazelwood-Horner’s painting, 
Salt in Tea, was created during a two-year 
residency at bespoke umbrella shop James 
Smith & Sons in London’s West End. 

The 23-year-old, of Selborne Road, is a 
former pupil of Ashmole School [now 
Ashmole Academy] and one of six 
artists to make the shortlist of the 2016 
Columbia Threadneedle Prize. 

He will also see his work in an exhibi¬ 
tion in London that will then move to 
Florence. 

“It was revealed to us as a surprise,” he 
said. 

“It felt incredible to be shortlisted 
because getting into the exhibition was a 
big enough shock in itself. You can work 
in your studio for months to years and 
think what you’re doing is absolutely 
crazy, and then for someone to just pay 


any sort of notice or appreciation feels 
very special.” 

Following the announcement of the 
winner, an exhibition of 93 selected 
works will be on show at Mall Galleries 
in London from February 3 to 20. 

The winner, as well as receiving 
£20,000, will have their own solo exhibi¬ 
tion there. 

Of the umbrella shop, Lewis said: “It’s 
amazing that this sort of place still exists 
in the centre of London. 

“The shop is full of fascinating old- 
fashioned tools and the umbrella mak¬ 
ers’ skill and workmanship are just 
incredible. The guys start at 8am and I 
started at 10am, so I used to go in two 
hours early and sketch them.” 

The work took two years from incep¬ 
tion to completion and Lewis applied so 
much oil paint to the canvas that he had 
to remove some of it before continuing. 

“It created a marbled effect,” he said. 

He is now turning his attention to pubs, 
breweries and hop farms - not in celebra¬ 
tion of his achievement - but in search of 
more rich artistic inspiration.

POCHETTINO’S JOY 
AT LAST-GASP GOAL

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
expressed his delight after Tottenham 
Hotspur snatched a last-gasp 2-1 victory 
at Watford on Monday to climb up into 
third place in the Premier League table. 

Spurs, looking to build on their com¬ 
fortable victory over Norwich City on 
Boxing Day, opened the scoring at 
Vicarage Road through Erik Lamela - 
only for the in-form hosts to hit back 
as Odion Ighalo grabbed an equaliser 
just before half-time. 

Watford had Nathan Ake sent off on 
64 minutes, but it looked as if the ten- 
man hosts would hold on for a draw 
until Heung-Min Son struck in stop¬ 
page time to snatch a dramatic triumph 
for Tottenham. 

“It’s always emotional when you get a 
winner in the last minute,” Pochettino 
said. “I thought it was fantastic how we 
managed the game. How we conceded 
the goal was a little unlucky, but in the 
end we fully deserved the victory. 

“We played against a tough, tough 
side in Watford and two weeks ago 
Liverpool had big problems against 
them. It was a late victory but we 
deserved it. 

“It was fantastic to feel the emotion 
when the late goal went in. We had the 
experience of a late defeat against 
Newcastle and now it’s the opposite. 
Over the whole season it will balance 
out. We deserved the win and I’m very 
pleased. 

“It was an important goal for Son 
and important for us. We have a strong 
squad and every player is important. 
We showed that again as Son made a 
real impact coming from the bench 
and scored a crucial goal.” 

Having played with a flat back four 
all season, Pochettino decided to switch 
systems and use Eric Dier as a third 
central defender to attempt to counter 
Watford’s front two of Ighalo and Troy 
Deeney - and the head coach was full 
of praise for the way his players adapted 
with such little preparation time. 


“Sometimes you analyse an opponent 
and how they create problems to other 
teams,” he said. “The way Watford play 
is to always find a striker and create 
problems from there. They don’t elabo¬ 
rate too much or play form the back, 


they play forward and they are very 
strong. We worked on how to stop that. 

“We didn’t have time to train on the 
pitch, we needed to use a different way, 
so cameras, clips and videos were very 
important. We showed videos and had 


meetings with different players - defen¬ 
sive, offensive, keeper and full-backs. 

“We had Sunday and Monday morn¬ 
ing to work on it. We have clever play¬ 
ers and this is important, we need to 
give full credit to them. 


“The condition of the pitch made it 
difficult to play how we usually play 
but we showed great maturity. We need 
to feel proud for the players. It was a 
great effort after only playing 48 hours 
earlier.” 


Head coach insists that star striker Kane is going nowhere in transfer window 


HARRY KANE is not for sale at any price 
according to Tottenham Hotspur head coach 
Mauricio Pochettino. 

Despite giving no indication that he has any 
interest in leaving White Hart Lane, the striker 
was linked with a big-money move to Manchester 
United last summer and - with the transfer 
window opening this week - speculation has 
again begun the top clubs may look to snap up 
the England international. 

But Pochettino insists that there is no way that 
Kane will be leaving the club - no matter what 
bids are made. 


“There is no price,” he said. “No-one can buy 
him. He is not for sale. There is not a value 
because it is impossible to put a price.” 

Kane continued his fine form by scoring twice 
in the Boxing Day win over Norwich City, 
before Tom Carroll wrapped up the 3-0 triumph 
with a fine strike from 25 yards out - and the 
midfielder was thrilled to grab his first goal in 
the league. 

“I was delighted to score my first Premier 
League goal,” he said. “My celebration wasn’t 
the best but I was absolutely delighted to score 
and get the win. I caught it perfectly, and as 


soon as I hit the ball I knew it had half a chance. 

“The first 20 minutes we were slow to get out 
of the blocks, but after that I thought we played 
well and dominated in the second half. We 
looked sharp and it from the start after the 
break.” 

And fellow midfielder Dele Alii was delighted 
by Spurs’ display as they continued their climb 
up the table. 

“We were delighted to get the three points,” he 
said. “It was a solid performance by everyone 
and we really showed what we’re about. 

“Personally I was just going out there and 


trying to express myself. I wanted to get forward 
as much as I could but, in terms of the whole 
team, we had a game plan which everyone stuck 
to - and it worked. 

“Obviously we were in good form and we 
went a lot of games unbeaten before the 
Newcastle match. I think that defeat affected the 
boys quite a lot for a few days, but we’re in 
really good form again and we’re playing well. 

“It was just a little setback but we’re on the 
right path again now and this result was massive, 
not just for the table, but for our confidence as 
well.”
